HERE is a curious anomaly about women’s badminton -in

In Gallela in 1894 the very rare, 
if not. unique, event occurred o 
mother, daughter, and frand+ 
daughter ench giving birth to a son 
on the same day. 

Another curlous human record was 
given In 1849 by Dr. Field, Bishop of 
Newfoundland. He mentioned that 
he saw, Ino fAsherman’s home, seven 
aH females. The 
youngest was a newly-born infant, 
its mother belng only twelve years 
of age, The grandmother was 26, 
and so upwards, while the ope (or 
youth) of the  grent-grent-prent- 
grandmother was such that she quite 
reasonnbly expected to sce an eighth 
generation before her ninctieth year, 

Five tlving generations in direct 
descent are met with comparative 
frequency; six is an extreme rarity.
